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The work of the American Bible Society is both missionary and benevolent. To all classes in 
this country the Bible is sold at the mere cost of publication, while in foreign lands the Scriptures 
are offered at cost or at merely nominal prices, and given to the poor everywhere without money 


and without price. 


BIBLE KNOWLEDGE, 


The late Right Rev. James Fraser, D.D., Bishop of 
Manchester, England, is the author of a sermon on 
the text—‘“‘If they hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, though one rose 
from the dead.” The portion of this thoughtful 
_ discourse which follows the introduction is here pre- 
sented : 


This is the only place of Scripture where the vail is 
_ for a moment lifted up, and we are permitted to 
catch a glimpse of the awful realities of the unseen 
_ world—the torments of the cursed side by side with 
_ the rest of them that die in the Lord. If one did rise_ 
_ from the dead he ‘could tell us no more, he could 
_ speak no plainer. We know now the end of all these 
ungodly, carnal, self-secking schemes, with which the 
minds of so many men of business and of every man 
of the world are wholly occupied, just as well as 
though we could ‘‘ raise spirits from the vasty deep” 
torelate to us their experiences. If this parable has 
not taught us, depend on it nothing will. If we hear 
not Moses and the prophets, neither should we be 
persuaded, though one rose from the dead. 
EB think it will be well not to evade the conclusions 
to which this will lead us. That isa dangerous and 
fatal habit into which we are all so ready to fail—of 
deceiving our own souls and lulling to sleep our own © 
consciences, or prophesying smooth things to our- 
selves, and saying peace where there is no peace.

 « word. It is not fashion, or 
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other people’s opinion, or any private impressions 
and fancies, which are all shifting and uncertain and 
often contradictory, but it is the unchangeable, living, 
eternal word, manifested in an Incarnate Saviour, 
enshrined in an inspired book, witnessed to and 
preached by a visible Church, in which is no “vari- 
ableness, neither shadow of turning.” 

It has, indeed, its mysteries, its dark places, its hard 
passages ; and, therefore, I have spoken of the teach- 
ing of the Church as a divinely ordained instrument 
for the right understanding of it. But no one who is 
familiar with his Bible will say that these dark places 
make up the bulk of it. It was expressly written for 
the “wayfaring men, though fools’’; and it is writ so 
plain upon tables that “ he who runs may read.” The 
merest child, who has just begun *. frame letters into 
words, can go to that book and learn something. He 
can read the Sermon on the Mount and imbibe the 
spirit of Christianity. He can study the parable of 
the Ten Virgins, or the Servants with the Talents, or 
the Prodigal Son, or the Good Samaritan, and gain 
an insight into Christian faith and duty. 

Even if he cannot understand the first eleven 
chapters of the Epistle to the Romans, he can hardly 
fail to gather instruction from the last five. Or of the 
Epistle to the Ephesians, if the first half be dark and 
difficult, the latter half, at any rate, is clear and plain. 
No man can miss the path of salvation if he look for 
itin earnest. It may be narrow, but it is not hidden. 
The gate may be strait, but it is open. Even if we are 
overtaken for a moment by any perplexity—if a case 
occurs in which we are doubtful how we ought to 
act—even then an earnest prayer for the enlighten- 
ing help of the Spirit of God, a committing of our 
way unto him as unto a faithful Creator, an ear listen- 
ing keenly to catch the tones of the guiding voice 
within, will probably clear up the difficulty, and cause 
the light of undoubting assurance to shine upon our 
way. 

The misfortune is that though we have Bibles we 
do not use them. We may use them from curiosity, 
from habit, for show, but not for “reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteousness.” Even 
to those who profess to set most store by their 
Bible it is often a sealed book, a mere lifeless 
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idol before which they bow their heads with un- 
meaning homage, but not their hearts with a living 
obedience. 

And yet it is the book which God has given us to 
be the rule of life. Do you suppose it has been 
treasured in the Church with so much care, and so 
wonderfully multiplied by the discovery of the art of 
printing, and so diligently distributed by societies, 
and reduced to so low a cost as to be within the reach 
of the poorest man or woman that can read—do you 
suppose that God has taken all this care for this book 
over all other books in the world, that we should merely 
go to it to pick out entertaining stories, to have a string 
of texts running glibly off our tongue, to dabble in 
mysterious surmises about predestination, election, 
justification, and so forth, instead of learning practical 
lessons, daily duties, a personal faith, a saving wis- 
dom? Alas! that the most precious gift of God in 
the whole world should be so abused, so misapplied ; 
that the very thing that should have been for our 
good, should be to so many an occasion of falling ; 
that the Bible should, in so many cases, darken men’s 
eyes instead of enlightening them, or set them upon 
judging others, while they would be better employed 
in considering themselves. ‘ 

And so the sum of the whole matter is that we are 
not to be looking for signs, and wonders, and mys- 
teries, and revelations, and prophecies, but for plain 
instruction in home duties ; for knowledge of the way 
in which the temptations which meet us in our daily 
employments may be overcome, that, as St. Paul 
says, ‘‘the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works.’ Other inquiries may 
be curious, interesting, instructive ; but it is this only 
which is edifying. Be sure of this: except so far as 
we read the word of God for gwidance, for clearing 
up the difficulties that beset our path, for self-knowl- 
edge, for ability to discharge the duties of our station, 
it is but labor in vain. God’s purpose in putting that 
book into our hands was to counterbalance the 
knowledge of evil—the inheritance of our fall—by 
the knowledge of good. It is the work of the Holy 
Spirit striving against the wiles of the evil spirit. Itis 
the divine stamp upon what is righteous, and seemly, 
and true. 

Of course, we can follow other guides, or profess to 
be waiting for fuller revelations. We shall never 
have them. The gospel is the final manifestation of 
the Divine Will to the world. Nay, one as risen 
from the dead, even the Lord Jesus Christ; not, 
however, to contradict the testimony of Moses and 
the prophets, but to set his seal upon it. All he did, 
we are told, was “‘to open their understanding, that 
they might understand the Scriptures.’’ This is what 
we must daily pray him to do for ourselves—not to 
send to us one from the dead, or break through the 
ordinary laws of nature, but that he would grant us, 
according to the riches of his glory, “to be strength- 
ened with might by his Spirit in the inner man; 
that Christ may dwell in our hearts by faith; that we, 
being rooted and grounded in love may be able to 
comprehend with all saints what is the breadth, and 
length, and depth, and height of the love of Christ, 

_ which passeth knowledge, that we may be filled with 
all the fulness of God.” 
It is only thus that the curse of knowledge can be 
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averted. There is no spiritual state more sad, more 
hopeless, than that of those who “are ever Jearning, 
yet never come to the knowledge of the truth.” The 
home of our knowledge must be the heart, not the 
head. It must make us wise unto salvatior, not 
armed for controversy. It must humble us with the 
sense of our shortcomings, not lift us up with a con- 
ceit of our attainments. Above all, we must remem- 
ber that obedience is the condition, as of spiritual 
power so also of spiritual discernment. “He that 
will do God’s will shall know of the doctrine.” If we 
only take up our Bibles for a serious, practical pur- 
pose—for instruction in righteousness—we shall find 
them not only throw light upon our paths, but speak 
peace unto our souls. 

And remember, further, that the Bible is the only 
revelation of God’s will to which we must look, and 
by which we must be guided, as the ultimate stand- 
ard and determiner of all that relates to the lines of 
our duty or the state of our souls. It is there—and 
not by any fancied secret whisperings—that God is 
calling us to himself: bidding us repent and be con- 
verted, and become as little children, and take up 
our cross, and follow the example of our Saviour. We 
can cast those words behind us if we please, but we 
shall find no other teacher to supply us with better or 
wiser ones. j 

Oh that we all would read our Bible with more 
teachable hearts ; with more determined will to find 
out what it has to say to us about our calling here, 
our destiny hereafter! that we would store up its pre- 
cepts in our memory, to be our strength in the mo- 
ment of sudden temptation, and its examples in our 
imagination, to be the pattern and model of our daily 
lives! Do not think that having a Bible, or reading 
a Bible, is any good, except so far as we live by the 
Bible. It is the rule of 4% as well as of faith: of 
what we are to do, as well as what we are to delieve. 
We know from a beautiful parable that it is a seed 
which, though scattered on all sides, only takes root 
and bears fruit in the soil of “an honest and good 
and patient heart.”’ ~ 

Pray God to give you this. Pray Jesus Christ, the © 
great Prophet of the Church, to strengthen you to 
walk in the path which he has marked out, both by 
his teaching and by his example, for the journey of 
every Christian. Pray the Holy Ghost, the giver of © 
all truth, to keep you from the many deceitful deal- 
ings with this blessed book which abound in these 
latter days. So shall it be indeed to you a book of 
life, making your way plain before your face,teaching _ 
you how to walk and please God ever more andmore; _ 
and preparing you, slowly it may be, but surely, for — 
that fulness of divine knowledge when the elect 
shall see God face to face, and know all things per- 
fectly, “ even as they are known.” : 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 
REV. L.N. WHEELER, D.D. 
Announcement was made in the last number of the 
Bible Society Record of the decease of the Rev. Dr. 
Wheeler, who entered upon the service of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society as its Agent for China in tl 
tumn of 1890. The cable announcement of his 
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has been followed by letters with some details.con- 
cerning the last days of his life. Mr. I. E. Cardwell, 
who has been closely associated with him in office 
work, writes from Shanghai under date of April 
2st: 


You are aware that Dr. Wheeler had made arrange- 
ments for a trip to the States, intending to spend the 
summer away from China. He had been ailing for 
some time and was altogether run down at the end of 
the year, and we all thought that the trip would set 
him up again; but God sees not as man sees, and he 
has shown us that the rest his servant needed was not 
temporary but eternal. 

On Sunday evening, April 9th, he slipped from the 
sofa on which he was sitting and was unconscious for 
a time, his left leg and right arm being slightlv para- 
lyzed. On the following Tuesday he was able to be 
about again, but on Friday night he had a much more 
severe attack, from which he did not rally. He was 
conscious at times, and gave evidence of the good 
hope within him, bidding us good-bye and wishing 
us all God’s blessing. As time went on he lost the 
power of sustained thought, and became less able to 
communicate with those around him. He continued 
in this condition, gradually growing weaker, until 
Thursday, the 20th, at 9.15 p.M., when he passed away 
to be with the Lord. 

Another friend writes : 

Our dear Dr. Wheeler has gone to his reward. He 
had not been strong for some time and had been 
working very hard, especially in getting out the 
annual report. On Sunday, the gth instant, not feel- 
ing very well, he remained at home from church, and 
about half-past six in the evening, coming in from the 
veranda, he fell. to the floor. Mrs. Wheeler, with the 
assistance of the servants, put him to bed, where 
he remained during Monday; but on Tuesday he 
thought he must be at work, and went out as usual, 
He would not admit that he was ill, and thought it 
foolish for his wife to be solicitous about him. His 
doctor told him he must drop all business and rest, 
for even in bed, with Mrs. Wheeler for an amanu- 


ensis, he was dictating letters and giving directions | 


about matters of business. On Thursday night he had 
a sinking spell, from which, however, he was aroused, 
and on Friday night he had a chill, from which he also 
“rallied. On Friday his daughter, Mrs. Verity, and her 
husband came from Kiukiang, and were greeted with 
marks of satisfaction at their arrival. He did not ap- 
pear to realize that death was near till Wednesday 
afternoon, when, being aroused from the effects of 
medicines designed to alleviate his pain, he bade all 
around him good-bye. He lingered in great pain in 
almost ceaseless activity till Thursday afternoon, 
when he became more quiet, and at last, at 9.15, he 


_ passed away without a struggle. 


Dr. Wheeler’s remains were to be interred in the 


Shanghai cemetery on Saturday. Mrs. Wheeler was 


expecting to leave for Wisconsin in about two weeks 
to join her unmarried daughter. 


. | READEST?” 
A private letter of the Rev. F, Wolcott Jackson, Jr., 
ica a lake ye . ee 
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describes a condition of things which exists all over 
the world, in Christian lands as well as in heathen 
nations, where the unlettered mind needs help in 
order to get a full understanding of the Scriptures. 
““Understandest thou what thou readest ?” said Philip 
to the treasurer of Queen Candace. ‘‘How can I, 
except some one should guide me ?”’ was his response. 
Bible societies may prepare the way by distributing 


the Scriptures, and oftentimes those Scriptures assert’ 


their power to enlighten the understanding and re- 
move the blindness of men; but the distribution of 
the Bible only opens the way for teachers and preach- 
ers with all the apparatus of schools and churches 
and other institutions of Christianity. 

His letter is dated Tai-tsi-chwang, March rath, 1893 : 

One of our new members is the son of a native 
Christian who had a Bible in his home for thirty 


years before he came toa real understanding of its: 


meaning. This father, when he applied for baptism 
eleven years ago, being asked if he prayed, repeated 
a form of the Lord’s Prayer which Dr. Corbett had 
never heard. Inquiry showed that it came from an 
edition of the Gospels printed by the London Mission 


more than thirty years before. His brother, who did - 


business on the coast, had received the book from a 
junk from Shanghai, and so it fell into his hands, and 
he, being a doctor, concluded on reading the Gospels 
that Jesus was a doctor, and wished he had the power 
to perform similar cures. It appears to have never 
entered his head that Jesus was a Saviour from sin, 
but when he came to the Lord’s Prayer he thought it 
was a very good form with which to worship “heaven 
and earth” according to the Confucian religion, and 
he committed it to memory as he found it there in the 
Classical or written language. His habit was to kneel 
on the ground and repeat the prayer morning and 
evening, but neither he nor his friends nor a priest 
to whom he showed the book had gathered from it 
that Jesus was the Saviour of men. Afterward a friend 
who had learned the way more perfectly told him of 
it, and it was not hard for him to believe. The book 
really prepared the way, but without personal instruc- 
tion the man would probably never have understood. 
Very much which we have learned in our childhood 
is incomprehensible to the heathen mind until it has 
been carefully and laboriously explained. 


BRAZIL. 


Mr. Tucker writes from Rio de Janeiro, April 11th: 
During the month of March I attended the Confer- 
ence of the Minas-Geraes District of the Methodist 


Church. An hour was assigned me for an address’ 


and a report of our Bible work. I had a large audi- — 


ence and good attention. At the close of the ad- 
dress, one brother rose in the congregation and said 
he wanted to make a contribution to the cause. He 
was followed by one and another, and at last it was 
proposed to pass the basket round and give every 
one an opportunity to contribute. This voluntary 
contribution amounted to about sixty-five dollars. A 
member of the Methodist Church in that city had just 
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before given me ten dollars. When we remember | 
that the people of this congregation are generally 
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poor, these gifts are remarkably large. If only we 
had a version of the Scriptures which was more 
generally acceptable to the churches, we might expect 
still larger offerings. 

The interest on this occasion was enhanced by an 
incident narrated at the Conference. In 1889 I had 
sent a colporteur to make his headquarters at Ub4, a 
central town, and to visit the community there and in 
the villages roundabout. The next year I visited the 
town and preached in the theatre to a large audience 
the first sermon ever preached there by a Protestant. 
A year after my visit a Methodist missionary went 
there at my solicitation and established a mission, 
leaving it in charge of a native preacher. He now 
has congregations, not only in the city but ina num- 
ber of places throughout the country, and the enter- 
prise is one of the most prosperous and promising in 
Brazil, The preacher and some of his adherents were 
present at the Conference, and spoke of the work as 
the fruit of efforts first made by the Bible Society, 
giving strong testimony to the power of the written 
word to enlighten men and bring them to a knowledge 
of salvation. 

Another interesting report came from Ouro Preto, 
the capital of the State. In 1887 I visited this place 
‘in company with one of our colporteurs, who has now 
gone to his reward. We were pioneers in the work, 
and to reach the place we had to walk five or six 
miles through the mud and rain, carrying on our 
backs fifty-six copies of the Scriptures. These we 
sold in two days. An hour after we had left the 
town an official came to the hotel where we had 
been staying to arrest us. I have been to the place 
twice since, and our colporteurs have made frequent 
visits; and now there is a flourishing church there 
under the care of a native preacher, and two mem- 
bers of it were at the Conference to give their testi- 
mony to the power and value of the gospel. 

The civil war in Rio Grande do Sul continues. 
Should the Federalists succeed, we may expect revo- 
lutions and troubles throughout the entire country. 


TESTIMONY FROM ARGENTINA. 


Rev. J. Dominguez, pastor of the church at Mer- 
cedes, says : 


I can testify to the great efficiency of continually 
offering the Bible for sale among the people. Several 
episodes in this place illustrate this. Among them is 
that of the young man Luciano Bite, restored to the 
true faith of Christ and newness of life through the 
private reading of the Bible, which at first he mocked 
and ridiculed. He was led by curiosity to attend 
our weekly Bible-class, became interested, bought a 
Bible—one ‘of the large ones you sent us—and now 
he testifies that the reading of it has been the means 
of bringing him to Christ for the salvation of his soul. 

Rev. A. J. Vidauvre, assistant pastor to the Span- 
ish congregation at Buenos Ayres, says : 

_In answer to your request for instances of the 
_ transforming power of the Scriptures I may say that I 
myself was converted through this means. Before 
reading the Bible I never had occasion to speak 
with any evangelical Christian, nor had I read any- 
_ thing about Christianity. A friend gave me a copy 
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of the Bible, which I carefully treasure until now. 
I began by searching for quotations I had found in 
the works of Voltaire, which I was then reading- 
With this came the desire to read more, and as I 
read my interest deepened. Gradually my doubts 
subsided, and I resolved to give myself to the service 
of Him who loved me and died for me. Thank God, 
I am now a minister of the gospel—the least of all, 
but with my heart full of love to Christ. 

In the town of Lobos a family had been in posses- 
sion of a New Testament for some time, but believing 
what the priest said—that it was an indecent, immoral 
book—they were about to throw it into the fire, when 
a neighbor begged that it might be given to him. 
His request was granted, and he took it home and 
read it with his family with deep and ever-increasing 
interest. Some time afterward he and his wife were 
in Mercedes and went to the Protestant church. At 
the close the minister spoke to them, asking how they 
liked the sermon. “It is just what we have been 
searching for for some time,” was the answer. He 
then invited them to his house, and at the present 
time they are among the most active of his flock. 


AUSTRIA, 
PRAGUE, SMICHOV, May 2, 1893. 

It is with hearty gratitude that I acknowledge the 
reception of one thousand dollars for the Bible work 
in connection with the Austria Mission of the Ameri- 
can Board. The work is going on quietly and suc- 
cessfully. Last Sunday, in the city of Pilsen, I had 
opportunity to preach to some of the fruits of the 
Bible work. There were one hundred persons in the 
hall, and some ninety of them had secured their first 
copy of the Scriptures from men employed by you. 
The most of them, six years ago, had never seen a 
Bible. Some who were present had walked three 
hours to reach the meeting. One person present is 
a colporteur of the British Society, who.was himself 
rescued from superstition by a colporteur of your 
Society. Such a man, so useful, is a most valuable 
result of your efforts in Bohemia.

THE LEVANT. 


Writing on the 29th of April, after an extended tour 
to Egypt and Syria, Mr. Bowen writes: % 

Our long and interesting journey was terminated by 
our arrival at home a week ago. The relations and 
reach of this Bible work in the Turkish Empire are 
simply enormous, and I come back to my post with 
a broader sense than ever of its demands and _its 
responsibilities. 

The storms in the heart of Asia Minor seem to be 
quieted, and the indemnity of 500 liras demanded by 
our government for the burned school buildings at 
Marsovan has been paid. But there are murmurings _ 
of other storms, and the air has ‘been filled with — 
rumors of bloodshed at Cesarea and of the destruc- _ 
tion of the American consulate at Sivas by a mob. 
We shall not know the truth yet for a few days. Of 
course these troubles have had a very appreciable 
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effect upon our distribution work. Colporteurs have 
been arrested and imprisoned—in one case for eighty 
days. Books are seized and withheld for a long time. 
So far as Armenians are concerned, there seems to be 
a reign of terror. I judge that our indemnity claim 
has been indefinitely postponed, and we must go on 
our way, stumbling along as best we can under the 
provocation of illegal Turkish interferences with our 
work. It isa great pity, but if there is no help for 
us we shall try to bear it all as uncomplainingly 
as possible. 


NOTES FROM THE LEVANT AGENCY. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 1, 1893. 


Considerable interest has been manifested by the 
various Armenian papers in this city in the printing by 
the American Bible Society of the Ancient Arme- 
nian Bible, the Pentateuch of which has recently been 
put'on sale. The Areve/k appeared a short time 
ago with an editorial regarding the need to the Ar- 
menians of both the Ancient and Modern versions 
of the Bible. It held that the Ancient had. not 
only fixed the Armenian language, but that its use in 
all the schools and by the Church made it all impor- 
tant that there should be cheap editions in order that 
all the people might have it within reach, and that 
the Modern also is necessary for the mass of the peo- 
ple who are as yet insufficiently educated to under- 
stand the Ancient. 

The severity of the winter has interfered with the 
Bible work everywhere, the colporteurs in every dis- 
trict being prevented from going about their work as 
they expected to do.. On the whole, however, there 
has been reasonable success. Garavel Jingrozian has 
succeeded in selling the Scriptures to twenty schools 
in his district. If these schools have not been accus- 
tomed to use the Bible as a text-book, his work has 
certainly been a most valuable one for that district, 
and one to be imitated by other colporteurs. 


INCIDENTS OF COLPORTAGE IN SIAM, 


Mr. Carrington says : - 
I have recently made a twelve days’ tour to Prabat, 
and send you some of the incidents of the journey. I 
started in our Bible Society boat on the 23d of Jan- 
uary. -I arrived at Ta Rua on the 25th, about 3 p.m., 
and set about looking for a buffalo-cart to take me 
overland to Prabat. It was a hot day and not easy to 
find a cart. At last a young man appeared who was 
willing to take me. “How much are you going to 
charge?’’ “Seven ticals.” “I will pay you six 
ticals.”” He refused, and I waited till I found one 
who would take me for six. Books and other things 
were speedily transferred from the boat to the cart, 
and we were off. The shaking and pounding in one 
of these carts are beyond description, and sometimes 
well-nigh beyond endurance. : 

On the 26th we reached Prabat a little after day- 
light. Found a place to stop in, a bamboo hut of two 
rooms, for about ten cents for each room per day. 
Took breakfast and went to work. Sold forty-six 
tions and donated thxee. In the next two days I 
J 263 Portions and donated ten. On the 2gth, as I 
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never sell books on the Sabbath, I worked among the 
beggars, of whom there are a great many—poor ob- 
jects of pity—and gave them 105 Portions, which I 
charged to myself. The 30th and arst were religious 
festivals, and the people poured into the place by 
thousands. A little village of a few hundred people 
is swollen in a few days to a city of fifteen or twenty 
thousand, and when the sacred day is gone the multi- 
tude leave even more rapidly than they come. Intwo 
days I sold 599 Portions and donated twelve, and on 
the third day I sold 299 more. About noon the 
people were leaving so rapidly that I decided to go 
also, and then the trouble was to get a cart. Seeing 
one standing empty, the owner being absent, I laid a 
tical on the tongue, to indicate that I engaged it, and 
sent a man to look up the owner. He soon returned 
and our bargain was made to start a little before sun- 
down, and I returned to my work. In the course of 
the night we reached Ta Rua, and on the 3d of Feb- 
ruary, about 8 p.m., I was safe at home again, weary 
with a hard, exhausting tour. But it is a great priv- 
ilege to recount 1,250 Portions of the Scriptures sold 
and 142 Portions given away on the journey, and to 
hope and pray that they may bring forth their fruit in 
due season. 


NOTES ON TRANSLATIONS AND REVISIONS, 
FROM THE SEVENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL 
REPORT. 


On the 28th of February, the Rev. H. B. Pratt com- 
pleted the translation of the Bible into Spanish, upon 
which he had been engaged continuously for nearly 
seven years. The work has. occupied a longer time 
than was at first expected, but has been done with 
great painstaking and assiduity, and amid bodily in- 
firmities which did not quench at all the translator’s 
zeal. Vhe Spanish version now in common use was 
made by Cassiodoro de Reina in 1569, and modified 
somewhat in 1602 by Cipriano de Valera, whose name 
it generally bears. While Valera’s New Testament 
was reprinted in Amsterdam in 1625, and again in 
1708, there does not appear to have been any second 
edition of the entire Bible until it was taken up by 
the British and Foreign Bible Society in 1861. 

Mr. Pratt is entitled to the credit of having trans- 


“lated the entire Old Testament from the original 


Hebrew, and the New Testament from the Greek, 
aiming to reproduce with the utmost fidelity the 
meaning of the jaspired text, in a style so simple that 
the uneducated may understand it, and so correct 
that the most fastidious critic will have no reasonable 
ground for fault-finding. In determining the meaning 
of the Hebrew text, he has been aided by the advice 
of the Rev. Randall C. Hall, D.D., of the General 
Theological Seminary in New York; and in perfect- 
ing the version during his residence in Mexico he 
had the counsel and co-operation of a lafge commit- 
tee of revision. In still greater degree he has had 
invaluable assistance from the Rev. Henry C. Thom- 
son, D.D., of the Presbyterian Theological Seminary 
at Tlalpam, Mexico, and the Rev. J. M. Lopez- 
Guillen, of New York. 

Mrs. Robertson has made some progress in trans- 
lating the Book of Psalms for the benefit of the 
Creeks and Seminoles. 
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' A translation of the Books of Genesis and Exodus 
in the Ruk language, made by the Rev. R. W. Logan, 
has been accepted and printed by request of the 
American Board. 


The Rev. A. C. Good, Ph.D., of the Gaboon and 
Corisco Mission of the Presbyterian Board, has for- 
warded the manuscript of a revised edition of the 
New Testament in the Mpongwe language, in which 
important changes have been made in orthography as 
well as in the words, and the work has been put to 
press, the Rev. Robert H. Nassau, M.D., having 
remained in this country that he might read the 
proofs. 

Progress is reported in the translation of some of 
the Gospels into the Fang language, which is spoken 
by perhaps three millions of people not far distant 
from the coast, and back of the Ogove, Gaboon, 
Benita, and Campo Rivers. 


The Rev. Mr. Bingham has spent ten months of the 
past year carefully reading the proofs of the Bible in 
the Gilbert Islands tongue, which he had the satis- 
faction of seeing completed at the Bible House on the 
11th of April. It is a reason for devout thanksgiving 
that he has been able to pursue his work and to carry 
to its consummation an undertaking which he began 
thirty-four years ago. 


'- The difficulties attending the printing of the Modern 
Syriac Bible have detained Dr. Labaree in this coun- 
try another year, but it is hoped that the Bible will be 
completed at an early day. 


In Constantinople, the Committee having in charge 
the preparation of the text of the Ancient Armenian 
Bible have carried their work to the end of Jeremiah. 
The Gospels of Mark, Luke, and John have been 
translated into Koordish, and the Gospel of Matthew, 
which was printed in the Armenian character, has 
been so favorably received that an edition is likely to 
be called for in the Arabic letter for Koords resident 
in Syria. 

In Bangkok, Mr. Carrington, besides carefully re- 
vising such portions of the Siamese Scriptures as 
were passing through the press, has himself translated 
the Song of Solomon from the Hebrew into Siamese ; 
and among the Laos some progress in translation is 
reported. 

A call comes from Korea for a new edition of 
Rijutei’s version of Mark, originally prepared for this 
Society, with some changes which are approved by 
the translation committee in Seou Mr. Gale and 
Mr. Appenzeller have the translation of other por- 
tions in hand, but some time must elapse before any 
work of American missionaries will be ready for cir- 
culation. 

In preparing plates for a new edition of the Zulu 
Bible, many typographical corrections have been 
made, but, as a union committee in South Africa has 
undertaken a general revision of the version as orig- 
inally prepared by the missionaries of the American 
Board, it was thought best not to anticipate the 
changes which they may eventually propose. 

The Board of Revisers in China has pursued its 
work of preparing standard editions of the Scriptures 

for the Chinese, but no report of progress has been

EXTRACTS FROM MONTHLY REPORTS OF DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENTS. 


ALABAMA AND FLortpA.—The month of April has 
been spent mostly in visiting nine auxiliaries, and we 
found the work in a good average condition. 

Our Sunday school supply work is everywhere 
commended, and is bound to grow greatly. Taking 
everything into account, the work for the month is 
encouraging. 

ARKANSAS.—The new year has opened favorably to 
the Bible cause. The anniversaries held during the 
month—those of Jackson County and Clark County 
Auxiliaries—were most interesting occasions. The 
audiences were large and the people seemed to take 
interest in the work. 

I have been pleased at the number of inquiries in 
regard to supplying the children of Sunday schools 
with Bibles. 

CALIFORNIA AND NeEvADA.—I visited Petaluma 
Branch Bible Society on the second Sabbath of the 
month. I preached in the Presbyterian Church at 
II A.M. and attended the union Bible meeting at 
night in the Methodist Episcopal Church, where 
brief addresses were delivered by the pastors of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, the Christian 
Church, and the Congregational Church. These 
churches united with the Presbyterians in the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. This was one of the best 
Bible meetings I have attended for some years. 

The third Sabbath was spent at San Leandra, 
where I preached in the Methodist Episcopal Church 
at Ir A.M., and delivered an address at the union 
meeting at night in the same church. The pastors of 
the English and Portuguese Presbyterian Churches 
also spoke. This meeting was an interesting one. 

The fourth Sabbath I was at Los Gatos, where I 
preached in the Christian Church at 11 a.m., and at 
night spoke at a successful union meeting held in the 
Presbyterian Church, where the Methodist Episcopal, — 
Christian, and Baptist Churches met with the Presby- 
terian Church. 

During the month I addressed several Sabbath 
schools and young people’s societies, and urged Bible — 
distribution by the latter in towns and villages. Much 
Bible distribution might be done at many centres by 
them, which I urge where I can speak to the young 
people assembled. \ ¥ 

GrorGiA.—The third Sunday in April I attended | 
the anniversary of the Sumter County Bible Society, - 
at Americus. I preached in the morning at the East 
Americus Methodist Church and presented the claims 
of the Bible Society. The congregation made a — 
liberal response. The anniversary was held in the _ 
First Methodist Church, Americus, at night, and was 
a notable occasion. There was a very fine cungrega-_ 
tion present, and Dr. J. William Jones, of the Baptist _ 
Church, delivered a most eloquent and thrilling ad- 
dress. Dr. A. B. Campbell, pastor of the Baptist 
Church in Americus, presented the claims of the 
society and in a few minutes secured something in the 
neighborhood of $100. This society deserves great 
praise. Under the zealous leadership of the presi-— 
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dent, Judge J. A. Ansley, it has within the past year 
held meetings at nine different places in the county, 
and since the anniversary has gone to work with re- 
newed activity and zeal. 


ILLiNo1s.—The auxiliaries reporting this month are 
six, to wit: Greenfield Bible Society and those of 
Cass, Christian, Greene, Morgan, and Scott Counties. 
Three of these auxiliaries, Greenfield and Greene and 
Scott Counties, have made a thorough canvass of their 
respective fields during the past year. Cass and 
Morgan Counties had made such a canvass just previ- 
ous. Morgan County keeps up its reputation for 
enthusiastic Bible anniversaries and wide-awake 
efforts in the good cause. - 

Three anniversary meetings were held the last Sab- 
bath evening in April, which were all well attended 
and sustained, despite the rain and the very uncom- 
fortable weather. Many waters cannot quench the 
zeal of the good people of Jacksonville and the county 
in the work of Bible distribution at home and abroad. 
They voted a donation of $200 to the Parent Society. 


INDIANA.—The new year opens encouragingly. The 
North Indiana Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, at its annual session in April, made quite an 
advance over former years. 

The auxiliaries reporting this month make a very 
fair showing, which we hope will characterize the 
work throughout the year. The Fayette County 
Society stands second in church collections in the 
State, having what many auxiliaries have not—an ex- 
cellent ministerial backing, fully imbued with the 
spirit of Bible distribution. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE.—The four Sabbaths 
in the service of the Society in the month of April 
were spent in Tennessee—McKendree Church, Nash- 
ville, and the anniversaries of the Blount County, 
Newmarket, and Tipton County Societies. The meet- 
ings held in Blount County and Newmarket were 
decided successes. 

The morning and afternoon services of the Tipton 
County Bible Society, at Covington, were largely at- 
tended. At the anniversary at the evening hour we 
were literally rained out, and nothing was done but 
the regular routine business. Monday morning the 
officers decided to supply the children in the town 
and suburbs, by the ladies of the churches doing the 
work voluntarily.

the people were most excellent. 


NEBRASKA, COLORADO, AND Wyominc.—During 
the past month I spent one Sunday with the Seward 
County Bible Society, preaching in the Presbyterian 
Church in the morning and addressing the society in 
the United Brethren Church in the evening. The day 
was a good one. The influence of the meeting was 
excellent. 

Another Sunday I was with the Hamilton County 
Bible Society, at Aurora, Neb. Here I preached in 
the Congregational Church in the morning and ad- 
dressed the Hamilton County Bible Society in the 
evening in the Methodist Episcopal Church. These 
meetings will be long remembered. Iam sure much 
good was done. The pastors and others so expressed 
themselves. 

The last Sunday I was with the Dawson County 
Bible Society, at Lexington, Neb. Lexington is quite 
on the frontier, and I had never before spent a Sun- 
day there. I spoke four times. i addressed the 
Methodist Episcopal Sunday School and preached in 
the church in the morning. In the afternoon I ad- 
dressed a union meeting of the Young People’s 
Society of Christian Endeavor and the Epworth 
League, and addressed the Dawson County Bible 
Society. The largest amount ever gathered in this 
place for the Bible cause was the collection of this 
Sabbath. 

I have sent out 178 copies of the word this month 
to Sunday schools, to supply scholars who had no 
Bibles of their own. 


NEw JERSEY, DELAWARE, AND STATEN ISLAND. — 
April has been a very busy month for your Superin- 
tendent. My engagements have required visits to 
eight counties of my field. I attended the session of 
the Newark Methodist Episcopal Conference early in 
the month, was very kindly received, and addressed 
the large assembly in the interest of the American 
Bible Society. 

I also visited and addressed the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal and the African Methodist Epis- 
copal Zion Conferences during the month, both of 
which made favorable reports regarding our work. 

I have presented the claims of the Bible Society in 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church at Phillipsburg, 
N. J., the Eighth Street Methodist Episcopal and the 
First African Methodist Episcopal Churches of Cam- 
den, and the First Presbyterian Church in Merchant- 
ville. I also addressed the students of the Lawrence- 
ville High School. Dr. Mackenzie, who is at the 
head of this school of about 300 male students, is a 
very cordial supporter of the American Bible Society, 
and he kindly opened the way for an address in its 
behalf before his pupils. 

Early in the month I addressed the annual meeting 
of the Delaware Bible Society in Wilmington. Plans 
were made to canvass the smaller towns and rural 
districts of New Castle County the coming year. A 
donation of $50 was made to the Parent Society, and 
measures adopted for more vigorous work for the 
Bible cause. ; 


The anniversary of the Camden County Bible 


Society closed the work of the month. The annual 
business meeting was held in Centenary Methodist 
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Episcopal Church, Camden, on Saturday afternoon, 
April 29th, and on the following Sabbath evening the 
popular meeting took place in the Broadway Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. A congregation of about 
1,800 people filled the large auditorium.. Addresses 
were made by Rev. E. Hewitt, Dr. W. D. Roberts, 
and your Superintendent.

The county 
has been partially canvassed the last year, over 5,000 
families having been visited. A liberal donation has 
been made to the Parent Society during the year, and 
the future is full of promise for still better things. 


New Yorxk.—The month of April was spent in 
visitation of churches, classes, presbyteries, auxiliaries, 
and routine work. Considering the small attendance 
at church services occasioned by bad roads and bad 
colds, the collections were good. The ecclesiastical 
bodies visited accorded your Superintendent a re- 
spectful hearing, and assured him of their sympathy 
and co-operation. 

The Herkimer County Auxiliary held its annual 
meeting on the 6th, at Herkimer. A most admirable 
address on ‘“‘ The Wonderful Book” was delivered by 
Rev. J. E.C. Sawyer, of Syracuse. This auxiliary 
evidences more than usual interest in Bible work, and 
has instructed its executive committee to make ar- 
rangements for the canvass of its field as soon as 
practicable. 

Rennselaer County Auxiliary has commenced its 
canvass, employing Rev. E. A. Merick. 

Delaware County Auxiliary has engaged Rev. 
George A. Scobey to visit its field and supply those 
found destitute of the Scriptures. 


Ou10.—I attended three anniversaries during April. 
The Richland County Auxiliary held a very interest- 
ing one on the evening of the 9th. During the year 
an excellent canvass of the county had been con- 
cluded, and a lively interest in the work was mani- 
fested. The meeting was held in the Baptist Church, 
which was filled to overflowing, large numbers being 
unable to gain admission. 

‘The third anniversary I attended was that of the 
Oberlin and Vicinity Society, on the 27th, the week- 
night prayer-meeting evening. The meeting was well 
attended by interested friends.

Texas.—The five anniversaries of auxiliaries at- 
tended this month were those of Bee County, Corpus 
Christi, Fayette County, Lee County, and Wilson 
County.

West VirciIniA.—Things are looking up a little, 
and there are brighter prospects. Bible sales are on 
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the increase from the fact that the auxiliaries are in a 
better condition to supply. Sunday schools, Chris- 
tian Endeavor, Epworth League—all these are begin- 
ning to see the need of Bibles. At all the anniver- 
saries I specially urge this, and also to supply them- 
selves from the auxiliaries. 


PIQUA FEMALE BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO, 


The Presbyterian Church of Piqua, Ohio, was well 
filled on Sunday night, March 5th, in attendance upon 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of the above auxiliary. 
The exercises were participated in by the Rev. A. 
Ramsey, Rev. C. R. Sargent, and Rev. F. G. Mitchell. 
Following the reading of the reports of the treasurer, 
depositary and corresponding secretary, was a con- 
densed history of the society from its beginning in 
1818, through three-quarters of a century, with abun- 
dant reference to those most excellent women who 
have faithfully served as officers from its organization 
to the present date.

TENNYSON’S LOVE OF THE BIBLE. 


The niece and ward of the late poet laureate has 
given some of her recollections of him in the Con- 
temporary Review. The following paragraphs are 
from her article: 


My uncle always seemed to like best to talk about 
spiritual matters, and no clergyman was ever a more 
earnest student ‘of the Bible, or a more impressive 
reader thereof. It used to be a treat to me to hear 
him recite one of his new poems, in that grand sono- 
rous voice of his, but it was a still greater delight to 
listen to his reading of a chapter of Isaiah, for then so 
thoroughly did he send his whole soul forth with his 
words that one was reminded of Bunsen’s remark on 
F. D. Maurice’s reading of the Church Service—“ Such 
reading is in itself a sermon.” He could not find 
words strong enough to express his love of and rever- 
ence for the sacred volume, and when his picture of 
old age, in the “ Ancient Sage,” was said to be like 
that by Solomon in Ecclesiastes, “I only wish it 
were,” he replied; “I never could equal that de- 
scription.” 

Yet surely that sublime poem is well worthy to 
have been written by the author of Ecclesiastes, 
and it must be studied attentively by all who desire to 
enter into the mind of Tennyson, for, from what he 
used to tell me when thinking it into being, I can 
testify that the “ Ancient Sage” sets forth his own 
views more fully than any of his other poems. How 
like a clarion his voice rang forth in these lines, which 
are a very gospel of hopefulness : 

Cleave ever to the sunnier side of doubt 

And cling to Faith beyond the forms of Faith! 

She reels not in the storm of warring words, 

She brightens at the clash of ** Yes” and “‘ No,” 

She sees the Best that glimmers through the Worst, 
She feels the Sun is hid but for a night, 

She spies the summer thro’ the winter bud, 

She tastes the fruit before the blossom falls, 


She hears the lark within the songless egg, 
She finds the fountain where they wailed ** Mirage.” 


ONLY A COLPORTEUR. 


“Who’s that on the bridge?” 

‘Only a colporteur.” 

Let us follow this man who is thus described as 
“only a colporteur,” and see what his work is, and 
how he does it. He came into this compact little 
_ Bohemian town last night, and has been busy all the 
morning at his calling. Retiring after his midday 
r a little rest on the bridge that spans the river, 
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he before long gathered round him a little knot of 
idlers, to whom he spoke earnestly of the way of life. 
It was this little assemblage that gave rise to the 
question that begins this chapter, and almost as it 
was asked the idlers dispersed, and the colporteur 
returned to his work. We will observe him, and jot 
down whatever may seem of interest. 

Re-entering the town, the colporteur’s first concern 
was to call for his pack, which he had left at a friend’s 
house. Without this he could not carry on his 
work. It contained the precious Scriptures, which it 
was his work to sell, and though often a heavy load to 
him, yet he loved it for the treasures it contained. 
Often it seemed to him like a fountain from which 
God caused the living waters to flow. 

His first call was upon a sick man whom he had 
visited a week before. Reading then to him John iii. 
16 and Romans viii. 1, he had delighted the sick man’s 
heart. ‘‘Such words of comfort,” he had exclaimed, 
“T have never heard in my whole life.’? Entering his 
room again now, the colporteur found the man’s face 
radiant with joy. Hardly giving time for a greeting, 
the sufferer broke forth : “ All the time I have been 
thinking of what you said to me. Did you not say 
that there is no condemnation to those that are in 
Christ Jesus? Please read those words once more to 
me, and put a mark in the page.” 

The colporteur read those and other precious 
words, and then, kneeling in prayer, he commended 
this rejoicing believer to that Lord whose grace was 
so manifestly sufficient for him, and passed on with a 
light heart. 

Before he had gone many steps, he was called into 
another house by a Roman Catholic, who said: “The 
Bible which I bought many years ago is my delight. 
I now want a Testament for my daughter.” 

As the colporteur undid his pack to display his 
choice of Testaments, a neighbor, in much excite- 
ment, pushed into the room and shouted forth: “ How 
can you have that packman here? know you not that 
he is under the curse of the Church?”’ 

“Curse or no curse,” said the intending purchaser, 
‘‘T must have the bread of life for me and mine.”’ 

“And cannot the Holy Church give oe that?” 
asked the excited woman. 

But ere an answer could be given the conversation 


was interrupted by a new-comer. A wan little woman 


entered the doorway, giving a hearty greeting to the 
colporteur. 

“Ah! mistress,” said he, “then the Lord has raised 
you up again and brought you out of the hospital?” 

“Yes, but I lost my greatest treasure there. As {f 
lay on my bed one morning, reading the precious 
book, the priest came round to confess the patients, 
and seeing what I had, he tore it from me and cast it 
into the stove. T’could never look at nor confess to 
that man again. But I must have another without 
delay, for I cannot live without it. First the Bible, 
and then the shoes.” And of these articles she was 
evidently much in need. 


Meanwhile the owner of the house had made his 


selection, and turning to the woman who had so 
strongly objected, who was now a little calmer, he 
said: “It is true we ought not to read and possess 
these books as good Roman Catholics; but we mean 
to stick to the Bible. The world owes very much to © 
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the Bible society, but especially do we Roman Cath- 
olics. The time will come when the eyes of Catholics 
will be opened, and then will they thank the society 
for its work.” . 

The colporteur’s next scene of labor was a shoe- 
maker’s shop. Here he offered the Scriptures for 
sale in vain, until another townsman appeared and 
earnestly urged the people to buy. Thus persuaded, 
a workman at length took a copy, and in the end six- 
teen copies were taken. Never before had the col- 
porteur sold so many copies in one house. 

Another tradesman’s house was the next to be 
entered. As he walked into the shop, hat in hand 
and bowing courteously, the mistress came quickly 
forward and with much warmth exclaimed: “ Ah! 
here you are with your books again. You told me 
that they were good books. Woe worth the day 
when I bought one. The priest found it, and told me 
that it was a bad Protestant book, and that no Catho- 
lic ought to have or to look at one. With that he 
burned the book and gave me a penance.” 

“Tf any man will do his will,” answered the colpor- 
teur, calmly, “he shall know of the doctrine, whether 
it be of God.” 

“The holy mother, the Church, can best teach me 
that,’ retorted the woman, angrily. 

“A tree is known by its fruit,” said the colporteur, 
still very quietly. ‘‘If the Church treats the word of 
God thus, how can the Church be right ?”’ 

“Begone!” she cried. ‘‘The Church knew and 
taught the truth before such as you went tramping 
the country round, defiling the minds of good Catho- 
lics with your pestilent stuff.” 

The poor man bowed and withdrew, heavy at heart 
as he thus encountered once more the barrier that in 
the name of the Church had been raised against 
the truth. But in the very next house he was again 
cheered. A Bible lay on the table, and its happy pos- 
sessor, pointing to it, exclaimed, “There is our great- 
est treasure !”’ 

So he passed on. At many houses admission was 
refused ; at not a few, abuse flowed forth. Turning 
out of the main street into a narrow lane, he entered 
a house where he had called the previous week. 
Greeting the woman who came to the door, he said, 
“Ts it well with the children, mother?” 

“Tt is well,” she said, the tears falling fast from her 
sad, peaceful eyes. “The Lord has called them both 
home. My dear boy of eight could not hear too much 
from the Bible I bought of you just before he fell ill. 
On the day he died the only thing he cared for was to 
hear me read those sacred words. Oh, how precious 
is that book to me now!” 

“ Precious ! yes. In that book that dear boy found 
Jesus, who is ‘the way, the truth, and the life.’ That 
way he walked in, that truth set him free, and that life 
he now enjoys even more fully than you saw him 
when it possessed him on his sick-bed. Praise God 
for your two dear children. Truly God has ‘hid these 
things from the wise and prudent, and has revealed 
them unto babes.’ That book will now be as precious 
to you as it was to your son, will it not?” 

“Yes; God gives me comfort and strength as I 
read it. ” ; 

Hardly had the colporteur passed into the main 
street again when he met a woman to whom he had 
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sold a Bible some time before. Accosting her, he 


asked how she liked it. 

“Oh, I have something indeed to tell you about 
that book! > she said. “You remember my daugh- 
ter. The Lord called her home when she was but 
eighteen. That book was her comfort in her sick- 
ness, ‘Oh, mother, give me that book!’ was her 
frequent cry.’ 

Such testimonies concerning the sick frequently 
met the colporteur, and he rejoiced that thus many a 
soul received light for the dark valley and left a bea- 
con to light the path of dear ones left behind. 

The sinking sun now warned the colporteur that he 
must leave the town for the village, two miles off, 
where he was to pass the night. Crossing the bridge, 
he was at once in the open country. Here he passed 
a priest, whom he saluted respectfully. The hard, 
lowering, unresponsive face showed that it had no 
welcome fora salutation from such a quarter. The 
colporteur walked on, grieving that so many pro- 
fessed shepherds of the flock should be enemies of 
the word of righteousness which it might have been 
their privilege to preach. 

Reaching the village he went up to the inn where 
he was to spend the night. Hot and tired with his 
long day and the heavy pack, the promised rest 
seemed welcome enough. As he stood at the door 
the twilight was quickly fading into the soft, scarcely 
darker shade of a lovely summer’s night ; the land- 
lord had just secured his last load of hay, his modest 
team were being littered down for the night, and all 
things seemed to proclaim that the hour of rest had 
come, In a large arbor close at hand, men from 
the village were sipping their wine or beer, ready 
enough to welcome any stranger who would add a 
few new ideas to their dull round of evening talk. 
As his eye lighted upon them the colporteur knew 
that his day’s work was not done.—Aible Society 
Reporter.

BIBLE STUDY. ' a 


Dean Burgon gives an amusing account of an inter- 
view he had in 1846 with the learned divine, Mar 
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Joseph Routh (at that time aged ninety-one), the 
president of Magdalen, Oxford. He had called on 
the president in order that he might be directed as to 
the best way of pursuing his theological studies. “I 
think, sir,’ said Dr. Routh, “were I you, sir—that I 
would—first of all—read the—the Gospel according 
to St. Matthew.” Here he paused. “And after I had 
read the Gospel according to St. Matthew—I would 
—were I you, sir—go on to read—the Gospel accord- 
ing to St——Mark.” ‘I looked at him,’’ says Dean 
Burgon, “anxiously to see whether he was serious. 
One glance was enough. He was giving me (but at 
a very slow rate) the outline of my future course.” 
“JT think, sir, when I had read the Gospel according 
to St. Mark, I would go on, sir—to the Gospel accord- 
ing to—St. Luke, sir. Well, sir, and when I had 
read those three Gospels, sir, were I in your place, 
I would go on—yes, I would certainly go on to read 
the Gospel according to St. John.” ‘‘For an instant,” 
says Burgon, “I felt an inclination to laugh. But by 
this time a very different set of feelings came over 
me. Here was a theologian of ninety-one, who, after 
surveying the entire field of sacred science, had come 
back to the starting-point, and had nothing better to 
advise me to read than—the gospel! I believe I 
was attempting to thank him, but he did not give me 
time. He recommended me, with much emphasis, to 
read a portion of the gospel every day.” ‘‘And after 
the Gospel according to St. John,’’ he proceeded— 
(‘Now for it, thought 1; we are coming to the point 
at last’) —“I would ia the next place, sir—I think— 
yes, sir, I think I would certainly go on to read the— 
Acts of the Holy Apostles: a book, sir, which I have 
not the least doubt was the work of—St. Luke.”’ “No 
more have I, sir,’ said Burgon. “ But what is quite 
evident,” continued Dr. Routh, “it must needs be a 
book of altogether apostolic antiquity, indeed of the 
age it professes to be. For you may have observed 
that the sacred writer ends by saying that St. Paul 
dwelt at Rome ‘two whole years in his own hired 
house.’ Now, sir, no one but a contemporary would 
have ended his narrative in ‘hat way. We should 
have had all about St. Paul’s martyrdom—all about 
his martyrdom, sir, if the narrative had been subse- 
quent in date to St. Paul’s death.” “After mention- 
ing the seven Catholic Epistles, he advised me to 
read those of St. Paul. He spoke of the Book of 
Revelation, and remarked that Rome is certainly 
there, whether imperial or papal.”

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, June 1st, 1893, 
Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President, in the 
chair. - 

__ The religious exercises were conducted by the Rev. 
Ensign McChesney, D.D. 

The Managers had the pleasure of giving a welcome 
> Rev. Francis Penzotti, the Society’s Agent on 
rest coast of South America, whose long impris- 
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onment in Peru, which terminated in 189-, awakened 
profound and prayerful interest not only in the 
United States but in Europe. Mr. Penzotti is most 
unassuming in his bearing ; and yet his countenance 
indicates that he is a man of unusual force. His ad- 
dress to the Board, in Spanish, interpreted by the 
Rev. Dr. John W. Butler, of the Mexico Mission of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, was characterized by 
the most modest allusion to his own labors, and clear 
and impressive statements concerning the special ob* 
stacles to Bible work in Peru, Bolivia, and Ecuador, 
and the very encouraging results of recent efforts 
made by the Rev. Mr. Norwood and himself in Central 
America—about fourteen thousand copies of the 
Scriptures having been sold by them since Septem- 
ber last. Mr. Penzotti will soon return to his work, 
assured of the deep interest of the Society in his 
welfare. 

Grants of books were made for distribution to the 
value of about $6,663, including $2,000 for cclportage. 
Funds were also granted to the amount of $11,459, 
including appropriations to the Society’s La Plata 
and Venezuela Agencies. 

The issues from the Bible House during the month 
of May were 96,742 volumes ; issues since April rst, 
179,620 volumes. 


AN ATTRACTIVE PROGRAMME. 

The aim of the American Bible Society to encour- 
age a wider circulation of the Bible in all lands ought 
to secure the unfailing co-operation of every associa- 
tion which seeks to promote human welfare and to es- 
tablish the reign of righteousness on the earth. It is 
therefore very fitting that in meetings of youth and 
children to consider the various phases of missionary 
work a conspicuous place should be given to the sub- 
ject of Bible distribution. It is acommon and praise- 
worthy custom in organizations like Christian En- 
deavor Societies and Epworth Leagues to assign 
special topics to individual members, expecting them 
to combine the results of their reading and study in 
some common meeting. The history of the Bible, as 
a manuscript and a printed book; of its translation 
into many tongues; of its circulation in Christian, 
Mohammedan, and pagan lands, and the fundamental 
importance of the printed book in modern missions, 
suggest a large field for inquiry and afford a variety 
of topics which may well be considered at many 
meetings. The subject in its relations is too exten- 
sive to be exhausted in one or two sessions. 

We print below, as an illustration of what may well 
be done in any wide-awake gathering of young peo- 
ple, a programme of a meeting recently held in 
Orange, N.J. It covers a great deal of ground, but 
we are assured that the meeting was precisely one 
hour long. The ‘Bible reading in concert’’ was 
from a printed leaflet, containing verses selected from 
the Psalms and other appropriate parts of the Scrip- 
tures:
